A—Concerning the Future of Our Home Missions Work 


The multiplication of congregations on our roll by the process of 
planting new missions has become extremely difficult. To organize mis- 
sion churches in larger centers with - guarantee of adequate physical fa- 
cilities, requires more money and extension of credit, than Synod alone, 
or the Board of American Missions can make availabje. To organize new 
congregations in smaller ccmmunities and in “cross-roads” towns is, in 
most cases, but to weaken other Christian churches already planted and 
already struggling. Our Synod has learned, through. sad experience, 
marked by closed churches, ete., that it is one thing to “plant” a mission 
that will flourish and another thing to bring the mission to a state of 
self-support. In years past, it has been the outstanding joy, next to 
the ordination of men into the Gospel Ministry, to receive a new con- 
gregaticn into membership. Present trends, however, would indicate 


that this Synod will be deprived of this joyous satisfaction for years to 
come. 


At the present time, our Home Missions committee is held by us 
as one of the key“ committees of the Syncd. This is apparent as one 
studies the method of being selected to its membership, the constitutional 
3238 governing its work, the generous amounts voted to it annually 

y the Synod. But it is further apparent that this committee cannot func- 
tion in the desired “plant a mission a year” method, and that its criginal 
purpose has come to a standstill, temporarily or permanently. This con- 
vention should make clear what work it would have this committee per- 
form, and in terms, that can be used in helping to orientate the work to 
changed conditions.

Report Of The Delegates To The Eleventh Biennial Convention 
: Of The United Lutheran Church In America 


The Twentieth Anniversary Convention of the United Lutheran 
Church in America, its eleventh biennial, was held in Baltimore, Mary- 
land, October 5 to 12, 1938. The opening Service of Worship with the 
President's sermon and Holy Communion was held in Trinity Lutheran 
Church and the business sessions were held in the Lord Baltimore Hotel. 
The following were the delegates from this synod: the Rev. Chas. A. Puls, 


| president, the Rev. H. J. McGuire, the Rev. J. A. McCulloch, D. D., the Rev. 


G. R. Whittecar, Mr. Wayne Easterday, Topeka, Mr. A. T. Olson, Law- 
rence, Mr. Chas. A. Harkness, jr., Greenleaf, and Mr. H. W. Simmons, 
Salina. All were present for the opening service and attended practically 


all sessions. Also, there were eleven visitors from this Synod. 


Dr. Knubel’s sermon was a discussion of Christian unity. His text 
was Matthew 18:20 with the words “gathered together” the theme. The 
Christian knows there is no lasting social unity on earth excepting the 
unity of the Church. It is the Gospel of God’s power of salvation that 
alone gathers men in an enduring unity. Unity within our own organiza- 
tion, with other Lutheran bodies, and with other Christians must always 
be on the basis of the pure Gospel. | 

Perhaps the most significant action taken by the convention was the 
adoption of the declaration concerning “The Word of God and the Scrip- 
tures.” Dr. Knubel had pointed out in his sermon that differences had 
arisen in our conversations with other Lutheran bodies over the matter of 
verbal inspiration of an original text of the scriptures. It was felt that it 
was necessary that the U. L. C. A. have a statement defining its position. 
On this particular controversial point the declaration says, “We do not 
venture to define the mode or manner of this inspiration, since God’s ways 
of using human instruments are past our finding out.” The summary 

‘agraph of the declaration states: Holding these things to be true, we 
lieve that the Scriptures are: 1. The spring from which the saving 
God the = men; 2.

During the year it was found necessary to replace the smoke stack 
of the central heating plant which was done at a cost of $250.44. The 
school bus which had been in active service for over 10 years was re- 
placed by a well built, strong bus for $1,870.00, the old bus being traded 
in for $300.00. This new bus is very convenient and up to date and 
should last for many years. A new stoker was installed in Nazareth 
The cost of the structure for housing the plant, installation, and the 
stoker itself was $2,600.00. The system is in good working order and 
is an economical move, as the cost of heating with our old boiler and 
piping steam for a considerable distance was comparatively costly. 


Considerable excitement was caused a few months ago when we 


found that termites had eaten through the floor of the main building 
and possibly caused considerable damage beyond repair.

Israel Buser Heisey was born near Elizabethtowh, Pennsylvania, 
February 1; 1860. He was reared on a farm in that neighborhood and 
educated in the public schools of that community.

Report Of Committee On Work With Students 


Your committee brag g with the student secretary of the Wom- 
en’s Missionary soci of the Synod in conducting the annual survey 
promoted by the U.C. OLA. Board of Education to locate students from 
our congregations in colleges, universities and private schools. Names 
received were transmitted to the board office and to Lutheran pastors, in 
communities where our students are located. 

This survey revealed these items of interest: Twenty-five con- 


gregations reported 147 students. Of these, 137 were in non-Lutheran in- 


stitutions, while ten were enrolled in Lutheran schools. This is a small 


figure, but it is larger than a year ago. Educational centers that attract 
sizeable numbers of students from our churches are: Manhattan, Law- 


rence, Salina, Hays, Wichita, and Emporia, Kan.; Columbia, Mo., and 
Norman, Okla. We also have students i in at least 30° cther college com- 
munities throughout the country. 

The desirability is emphasized of congregations making provision to 
keep their students who are away from home in close contact with ac- 
tivities of the home church. Church bulletins, congregational letters, and 
the like, can be used effectively.

Report Of The Merger Commission 


The second meeting of the Merger Commission, called by the Rev. 
Alvin E. Bell, D. D., Toledo, Ohio, was held at the Hotel Paxton, Oma- 
ha, Nebraska, on February 15th, 1939. Representing the United Luthe- 
ran Church in America was the entire Committee on Constituent Sy- 
nods, selected from the Executive Committee. They were, besides Dr. 
Bell, Dr. H. H. Bagger, Pittsburg, Pa., and Dr. Paul W. Krauss, Fort 
Wayne, Indiana. Four Synods were represented. They were the Synod 
of Nebraska, the Synod of the Midwest, the Synod of Iowa and the Sy- 
nod of Kansas and Adjacent States, The President and Treasurer rep- 
resented our Synod, the Secretary being unable to attend.

5 Larger conventions will bring inereased inspiration to our con-

those attending. It has been difficult to stir up the maximum of 
enthusiasm for the small conferences which are now in existence. 
There are other reasons for the formation of a merged Synod that 
will meet more effectively the problems of the church of tomorrow, 


which pastors of vision can formulate for themselves. 
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There are, of course, many disadvantages involved in a readjustment 
of Synodical lines and fellowship. Distance is usually mentioned first. 
(We mean geographical distance!) Pastors wonder about the expenses 
connected with attendance at the Synodical conventions. The. distant 

astors are wise in thus thinking, Unfortunately all parishes cannot 
at the center, or be equidistant from it. Some parishes will be “too 
far away” even if the number of Synods was increased instead of re- 
duced. Our congregaticn at Fort Smith, Ark., for example, cannot be 
close to “headquarters” or the Synodical center unless it forms 1 
about itself. Our western plains lend themselves to such problems of 
centrality. That there be no unfairness to outlying parishes in the mat- 
ter of travel expense etc., it is proposed that a plan of equalization of 
travel expenses be written into the Constitution and thus guarantee 
equity at this point. In many cases, our present Synodical délegates

The Board of Ministerial Pensions and Relief reports progress in the 
recovery of endowment investments and increased income from that 
source. It further reports a deficit of $85,811.18 used to pay pensions in 
excess of receipts. The amount of the deficit represents borrowings from 
the endowment funds. This practice was endorsed by the Convention and

the Board was instructed to continue the present pfactice of paying pen- 


sions of $25.00 per month to retired ministers and $16.66 per month to 
widows, regardless of accumulating deficit. This, of course, is the more 


humanitarian way, but it is depleting’ the endowment fund, and thus re- 
ducing one source of income. We should find a way to provide adequate 
income, not only to protect the endowment investment, but also to more 


nearly provide a decent and dignified living for our retired ministers. 


The pension roll of the United Lutheran Church as of February 20, 
1939, is retired ministers, 58 disabled ministers, 580 widows, 147 
children, 60 relief cases: total payout $250,800.00. Of this the Kansas 
Synod has 8 retired ministers, one disabled minister, nine widows and 


two children receiving $3,100.00. i
